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PIGHTING THE ‘ ‘SPOTTERS.”’ 


The calling up of a measure in which a public service corpora- 
tion is concerned, brings the lobbyists and other representatives of 
the corporations to Sacramento in force. At a meeting of the a 
ate Committee on Labor and Capital ta consider the so-called ‘‘s 
ter’s’’ bill; no less than twenty-five ee public service sikeietdes 
were represented. 

The -bill had already passed the hansen The corporations 
accordingly rallied to defeat it in the Senate. 

Regardless of the merits or the demerits of this particular meas- 
ure, enough was brought out at the hearing to show that wage- earn- 
ers—especially those who specialize’ in some’ particular employment 
—are entitled to some protection against secret slander and misrep- 
resentation. ' 

A former conductor by the name of Adams, for example, testi- 
fied that he had been employed by the Southern Pacific Company 
for more than fifteen years. He was dismissed} jon a charge of intox- 
ication and disrespect to a passenger. ‘He.eould not get from the 
eompany the name of the complainant. He denied his guilt. 

,, BY accident, however, Adams ‘diseovered who had nade the 
complaint. Failing~ to get his old position back, he brought suit 
against the complainant for defamation of character and loss of po- 
sition. He secured a judgment for $5000. In 4. special verdict the 
jury found that the charges against him wére without foundation. 
Thé matter is now pending in the Appellate Court. Adams has not 
got back his job, nor has he been able to collect on his judgment. 

Several cases were cited where employes had been discharged 
on ‘‘spotter’s’’ reports, which were afterwards shown to be false. 
Some of the companies had gone so far as to pay the men thus 
injured the full amount of their wages for the period of their en- 
forced idleness. 

Any employer ean, of course, discharge an employe because the 
employe’ 8 hair may not suit him, or for any other reason. But where 
thousands of men are employed, who are althost automatically dis- 
charged on the infringement of’ certain rules, they should, when ac- 
cent. The job of the man Adamis, for example, meant much to him. 
cent. The job of the man Adams, for example, IMaegnt Fatih to him. 
,A jury found that he was innocent of the charge under which he 
was dismissed. But he would not, but for an accident, have been able 
to establish his innocence. 

Railroad employes, seeking relief, had had thé’so-ealled “‘spot- 
ter’s’’ bill introduced. The measure required employers, before dis- 
charging an employe on the report of a‘special agent, or “‘snotter, ’’ 
to confront the accused with the aceuser, should the e employe demand 
it. 

The corporation representatives objected on the ground that 
their “‘spotters’’ would in this way become known and their useful- 
ness as ‘‘spotters’’ be gone, : 

The committee finally amended the bill so that, while the ae- 
cused employe is given a hearing, the identity of his accuser is not 
revealed. ‘ 

But. regardless of what may be thought of the purge aes de- 
cision, the point is that ever since this bill was introdueed, one has 
heard on all sides allegation that sueh legislation is littl: short of 
anarehy. The ‘‘atmospbhere’’ has been against the bill, And back 
of this heavy opposition is unquestionably the fact thit the ‘corpora- 
tions do not propose their private policing and spying systems shall 
be interfered with.—Hichborn’s Legislative Bulletin. ;
